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BOOKIES HIT 

BY STRING OF 
ROBBERIES 


COPYCAT criminals are 
being blamed for carrying 
out raids on two Medway 
bookmakers following a 
spate of similar robberies. 

The claim was made by the Assoc¬ 
iation of British Bookmakers after 
eight betting shops were targeted 
across the towns in quick succession. 

Gary McMeekin, 35, of Kingswear 
Gardens, Strood, has been charged 
with carrying out six of these raids - 
four in Strood and two in Snodland - 
between November 2009 and January 
this year. 

He was arrested on Friday, April 9, 
and charged with robbing six book-

makers and two banks and remanded 
in custody. 

Another Medway betting shop was 
raided just three days later when two 
men stormed into the Rochester High 
Street Metrobet branch. The men 
threatened staff before making off 
with an undisclosed amount of cash. 

Karl Fisher, 26, of no fixed address, 
was arrested on Monday, April 19, and 
also remanded into custody. 

Two days later a hooded man held 
up the William Hill shop in Bamsole 
Road, Gillingham. 


No arrests have been made. 

The ABB’s senior executive Tom 
Kenny said: “We are aware of the inci¬ 
dents in Medway. 

“Sadly, one cannot rule out a certain 
amount of copycat behaviour. If one 
group of criminals targets a particular 
area and seems to find it worthwhile 
then others may be tempted to have a 
go as well. 

“Our message would be that these 
people are risking being sentenced to 
a significant time in jail for a nominal 
amount of cash. 

“The average amount of cash taken 
from raids on bookmakers is £500 and 
it is often significantly less. 

“For four or five years in prison, the

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£14,000 for 
police knife 
threat victim 


AN ARTHRITIC man who 
had a knife held to his 
throat by a police officer 
says Force superiors 
should have been sacked 
over his ordeal. 

Chatham man Anthony Colcomb, 
57, won £14,000 compensation and 
an apology after being assaulted by 
two officers investigating an alleged 
robbery in August, 2008. 

They were both subsequently con¬ 
victed of assault and sacked. 

Sgt Oliver Tingly - who was 
accused of holding the knife to Mr 
Colcomb’s throat - was jailed for 90 
days over the incident while his col¬ 
league, PC Luke Barlow, received 
300 hours’ community service. 

In a letter of apology to the victim 
written on behalf of the Chief 
Constable, Kent Police’s head of legal 
services Beverley Newman admitted 
there were “clearly important lessons 
to be learned” and that the force 
“very much regrets” the actions of its 
former officers and the “distress and 
upset” they caused. 

Mr Colcomb said of the attack: “It 
was absolutely terrifying. One officer 
- Barlow - threw me on to my sofa 
and sat on me while he shouted in 
my face. I couldn’t move at all. 

“Then the other one took me into 
the kitchen and held a knife against 
my throat. I just couldn’t believe 
what was happening to me. I was 
expecting to be questioned, not 
assaulted. 

“I just hope that if this happens to 
someone in the future it should be 
someone higher up getting the sack.” 

Mr Colcomb said he was arrested 
and taken to Medway police station 
following the attack, but that he was 
never charged with the robbery he

was accused of. It was during his 
three-and-a-half hour stint in the 
cells that he learned the two officers 
had themselves been arrested, after 
a third colleague who was also pres¬ 
ent at Mr Colcomb’s flat informed his 
superiors of what had happened. 

A subsequent investigation into 
the matter found Sgt Tingly and PC 
Barlow did not follow the correct 
procedures when arresting or 
cautioning him, and were therefore 
not acting in the lawful execution of 
their duty. 

Mr Colcomb said: “I am still 
amazed and disgusted by what hap¬ 
pened and hope I can now get on 
with my life. 

“I sincerely hope the police do learn 
from this so no other innocent people 
have to go through the same ordeal I 
have.” 

In relation to the attack on Mr 
Colcomb, Kent Police paid an out-of- 
court settlement of £14,000. 


Police hunt vandals 
after trees snapped 

MORE than a dozen newly-planted 
trees have been snapped by vandals. 

The damage was carried out to the 
trees in Shipwrights Avenue, 
Chatham, between 7.30pm and 
10.30pm on Friday, April 23. 

Neighbourhood officer PC Rebecca 
Roch said: “All of the trees were 
snapped using considerable force. 

“Kent Police will not tolerate mind¬ 
less vandalism and would urge any¬ 
one with information to come for¬ 
ward. We have spoken to a number of 
residents in the area but would like 
to hear from anyone who saw people 
causing the damage.”

FORMER Tory leader William 
Hague met staff and shoppers at 
Asda supermarket during a day¬ 
long tour of the county 

The Shadow Foreign Secretary - regarded as 
Conservative party leader David Cameron’s sec¬ 
ond in command - took a brief tour of the super¬ 
store last Wednesday. 

During his whistlestop stay at Asda he spoke 
informally with shopper John Barnes, whose 
hairstyle he jokingly likened to his own. 

Mr Barnes, 73, of Thomdale Close, Chatham, 
said: “I like him and I think his haircut is quite 
smart as well. I think he’s a good public speaker 
who comes across as pretty genuine. 

“I always vote Conservative and will do so 
once again on May 6.1 hope they get in.” 

It wasn’t all jokes and smiles for Mr Hague, as 
Labour Party member Rob Knight challenged 
the Conservative outside the store.

Drag baron trio 
put behind bars

THREE drug dealers have been 
jailed for their involvement in 
bringing more than £1.5million 
worth of cannabis into the coun¬ 
try. 

Kevin Gordon Bennett, Stuart John 
McCall and Nigel Kevin White, all from 
Rochester, were charged with a range of 
offences in September 2009 after a major 
police operation tracked their drug-smug¬ 
gling operation. 

Large shipments of cannabis were import¬ 
ed via Heathrow airport and Southampton 
docks, hidden in picture frames and comput¬ 
er desks. 

Two consignments heading for a Rochester 
address were found to contain drugs with a 
street value of £720,000 and £832,000. 

Officers swooped on the Rochester proper¬ 
ty and found two operational cannabis facto¬ 
ries, one of which was built behind a false 
wall within a garage. 

More than £200,000 of cannabis was found 
at the premises, along with a black stun gun. 

The men were charged on September 29, 
2009. 

Bennett, 46, of Glovers Mill, pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to import cannabis, conspiracy 
to supply cannabis, conspiracy to cultivate 
cannabis and possession of a section one 
firearm (taser). 

He was sentenced to six years in total - five 
years for importation/supply of cannabis, six 
months for cultivating cannabis and six 
months for the stun gun. 

McCall, 42, also of Glovers Mill, pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to supply cannabis and 


was sentenced to two years and nine months 
behind bars. 

White, 29, of Bligh Way, was found guilty of 
conspiracy to supply cannabis. 

The jury found him not guilty of conspiracy 
to cultivate cannabis and possession of a 
firearm. 

He was sentenced to four years imprison¬ 
ment. 

Kent Police’s Det Sgt Andy Nicoll said: 
“Drugs have a devastating impact on our 
communities. 

‘We will take every step possible to ensure 
that illegal drugs are removed from circula¬ 
tion within our county. 

“Today’s sentencing has not only removed 
£1.5million of cannabis from our streets, but 
also three offenders who have been sen¬ 
tenced for their crimes.” 

CRIMINAL SHIPMENTS 

September 3, 2009 

Officers were informed of a consignment at 
Heathrow airport which had been imported 
from Asia. 

The shipment contained picture frames 
but following further examination, officers 
found 40 silver foil bags containing cannabis 
underneath the picture frames. 

The estimated street value of this consign¬ 
ment is believed to be £720k. 

September 18, 2009 

Officers were alerted to a shipment at 
Southampton docks which had also been 
imported from Asia. 

The shipment was found to contain com¬ 
puter desks. However, further examination 
showed that some of the flat-pack boxes also 
contained eight silver foil bags containing 
cannabis. 

The estimated street value of this ship¬ 
ment is believed to be £831,800.

THE historic red-brick Aveling and 
Porter building in Strood has been 
levelled. 

The waterfront Edwardian property has been 
reduced to rubble, along with the neighbouring 
Civic Centre, to make way for a temporary car 
park. 

Medway Council intends to sell the entire 
riverside site to developers. Cllr Stephen 
Hubbard was among a determined group of 
campaigners who fought to keep the A&P build¬ 
ing standing. 

The Labour representative - who took these 
before and after photographs - said: “I feel a 
great sense of loss eveiy time I look out of the 
office window. 

“The sound of demolition is the constant back¬ 
ground throughout the day. I’m still angry that 
the council saw fit to destroy this gateway build-

ing, which dominated the Strood end of 
Rochester Bridge for more than 100 years. 

“Tourists to Rochester Castle would often 
stand on the battlements above the Castle Hill 
entrance and take photos of the bridge and view 
across to Strood. They don’t do so now.” 

Contractors set to work on the waterfront 
landmark in December, despite strong opposi¬ 
tion from Cllr Hubbard, Save Britain’s Heritage 
(SBH) and a band of Medway campaigners. 

It had been hoped the former industrial ware¬ 
house could be saved from demolition after SBH 
secretary William Palin described the site as “of 
architectural merit” and a petition was signed 
by more than 1,000 supporters. 

But council moneymen pushed forward with 


their plans after a report put the annual cost of 
retaining the building at £139,000. 

Council chiefs also said keeping the building 
standing would wipe £850,000 off the Civic 
Centre site’s value to potential developers. 

A Medway Council spokesman said: “The 
ground will be laid out for public parking, which 
will help local businesses and commuters who 
want to catch high-speed trains from Strood. 

“The site has not been sold but, once cleared, 
will allow for new developments that are a cru¬ 
cial part of Strood’s regeneration, with a new 
mixed-use development that will complement 
the riverside site.” 

The demolished building was built in 1906 as 
the headquarters of Aveling and Porter, manu¬ 
facturers of agricultural engines. 

The firm built its first steam engine in 1861 
and went on to become the world’s leading pro¬ 
ducer of steam rollers.

What will be your first actions if you get elected? 


A I will have an office in the constituency 
that will be open at least five days a week. 
I will hold regular surgeries in easily accessi¬ 
ble places. I will ask residents annually to 
complete a survey about what matters to them 
and report back on what I am doing.

forms and trying to reach targets. The Lib 
Dems will cut the number of managers by 
abolishing the Strategic Health Authorities 
and replacing them with locally-elected bod¬ 
ies. This will save money for frontline services. 

Q How has Chatham benefitted from the HS1 link and 
what will you do to ensure these benefits continue? 

Anyone travelling to North London and the 
Midlands and the North will benefit from 
shorter journey times; however commuters 
are suffering from fewer peak time services to 
Cannon Street and Victoria, alongside paying 
a premium for rail fares. 

There is too much traffic on the roads, trains 
are expensive and buses are too few. The Lib 
Dems will cut rail fares by renegotiating the 
deals with train companies. We will set up a 
National Infrastructure Bank to help attract 
private finance for improved rail services. 

Q How will you encourage businesses in the wake of the 
recession? 

A We will oblige banks to lend to businesses. 

We are in the teeth of the longest recession 
on record because Labour and the Tories 
before them built a precarious economy that 
was too dependent on the City of London and 
soaring house prices. We will set up Local Enter¬ 


prise Funds and Regional Stock Exchanges to 
help businesses grow outside London. 

Q How will you encourage new businesses to take up the 
empty shops on the High Street and retail areas? 

A High Streets throughout Britain are often 
the losers when out of town shopping and 
retail centres are created. The long-term solu¬ 
tion is to find a balance between the two, so 
that High Streets do not decline when large 
supermarkets are built on the edges of towns. 

Q How will you get the electorate out to the polls, bucking 
recent trends for low-turn outs? 

A I will remind them of one simple fact: peo¬ 
ple have died so that we can have democra¬ 
cy. Out of respect for them, you should go to the 
polling booth. 

I will also point out that if they want Vince 
Cable as chancellor, they had better come to 
the polling booths and state their opinion. 

Q How well or otherwise do you think Jonathan Shaw has 
done? 

A He has done a good job as a local MR But 
he has not exercised sound judgement or 
followed his conscience on the national issues. 
For instance, he has not spoken out in the 
defence of our freedoms and civil liberties. 

Worse, he voted in favour of the Iraq war. This 
has been a near-disaster for our country. In vot¬ 
ing for the war, he was complicit in the viola¬ 
tion of international law. Britain has lost cred¬ 
ibility as a world leader with moral principles.

Q How will you help tackle drink, drugs and anti-social 
behaviour issues in the area and ease public concern? 

A As your constituency MP, this is an issue I’ve 
been dealing with since I was elected in 
1997. Since Labour came to power, overall crime 
has gone down by over a third and violent crime 
has gone down by 41 per cent. My key election 
pledges include campaigning for the extension 
of alcohol control zones and dispersal orders, 
more neighbourhood policing, and the promo¬ 
tion of community payback schemes, which put 
back into the community and are proven to 
reduce the numbers of those who re-offend. 

k With a number of grammar schools in the area, how do 
li see secondary education developing? 

A Under the Schools Act of 1998, we intro¬ 
duced trigger and ballot mechanisms for 
parents in selective education to have a ballot to 
keep or get rid of grammar schools. So provi¬ 
sions are there if parents want to get rid of 
them. But pre-1997 budgets were such that 
there was a greater share of resources going to 
grammar schools. Today that is not the case and 
better resourced non-selective schools are show¬ 
ing great results. There will also be academies. 

Q How are you going to maintain or improve healthcare 
services when public spending cuts need to be made? 

A NHS waiting lists have fallen by more than 
half a million under Labour. The NHS is 
now delivering the shortest waits on record, 
and carries out two million more operations

each year than it did in 1997. We have vowed 
to protect these frontline services. We want to 
maintain an NHS which is clinically driven, 
patient-centred and responsive to local com¬ 
munities, and based on need not ability to pay.

Q How are you planning to help small and medium-sized 
businesses, as well as the self-employed recover and 
grow following the recession? 

Small and medium-sized businesses are 
key to securing the recovery and Labour 
has introduced a series of measures to support 
them. We’re allowing businesses more time to 
pay tax bills through Time to Pay; we’re help¬ 
ing small business start-ups and growing busi¬ 
nesses through a temporary increase in Small 
Business Rate Relief. Also, Lloyds Banking 
Group and RBS will lend £41billion to small 
businesses in the next year. 

What will you do to help reduce the number of unem- 
iloyed people and those not in education or training? 

Labour’s strong and decisive action on 
unemployment is working. The claimant 
count stands today at just 1.6 million people, 
compared with three million in the early 1980s 
and 90s. Our Future Jobs Fund will continue to 
create jobs; our Young Person’s Guarantee has 




been extended and will continue to offer all 18- 
24-year-olds who have been out of work for six 
months or more a guarantee of a job or training. 

Q What are your plans for people who require care 
homes? 

A A National Care Service will be implement¬ 
ed in three stages on the best principles of 
the NHS, with all contributing and benefiting 
from the service. Firstly, the Personal Care at 
Home Bill will provide free care to the 400,000 
people who most need it and intensive help or 
“reablement” when they need homecare for the 
first time. Stage two will put the foundation of 
the National Care Service in place. From 2014 
free care will be extended so anyone staying in 
residential care will get free care after their sec¬ 
ond year. Stage three will be the introduction of 
a comprehensive service that is free when peo¬ 
ple need it for all adults with an eligible need. 

Q In what areas will you make cutbacks in public 
spending? 

A Securing the recovery is our priority and 
Labour has pledged to halve the deficit in 
four years - this will require some deep cuts. 
But we are committed to doing this whilst pro¬ 
tecting frontline services. When growth is 
secure, we will cut the borrowing. Our plan is 
to halve the deficit by 2013/14. This means 
cutting borrowing by £78bn. £19bn of that 
comes from increased taxes, £38bn comes from 
cuts to public spending.

College head's dose 
shave with princess 

A COLLEGE principal has shaved his 
head for charity just hours after his 
brush with royalty. 

MidKent College’s 
principal and chief 
executive Stephen 
Grix had his hair 
cut less than four 
hours after The 
Princess Royal had 
left the official open¬ 
ing of the new 
Medway campus.

The stunt contributed £200 towards 
the current total of more than £1,000 for 
Haiti’s earthquake victims.

THE University of Greenwich is 
leading an international biofuel 
project for developing African 
countries. 

Professor Patricia Harvey is helping to 
develop sustainable sources of green energy 
for South Africa, Ghana and Namibia. 

The current research is focussing on gaining 
fuel from the oil of Jatropha tree seeds and 
from marine micro-algae. 

The oil is produced by the Jatropha tree and 
the seeds can be used directly to power 
unmodified diesel engines. 

The Jatropha tree is drought-resistant, can 
be grown in poor or marginals soils and is cur¬ 
rently used as a hedging plant in many 
African countries. 

A high-quality vegetable oil is produced by 
the quick reproduction and multiplication of 
the marine micro-algae. 

This vegetable oil has a variety of uses in dif¬ 
ferent forms of fuel. 

Further research is also being carried out 
into producing biogases from processed agri¬ 
cultural and food waste. 

The main aim of the three-year project is to 


develop a sustainable fuel supply to replace 
fossil fuels and support alternative power gen¬ 
eration without damaging agricultural land. 

Professor Harvey, head of Bioenergy 
Research at the University of Greenwich 
School of Science, is working alongside aca¬ 
demics, scientists and decision-makers from 
Namibia, Ghana, South Africa, Italy and the 
UK. 

She said: “This is a tremendous challenge 
but it is essential that we find replacements 
for fossil fuels and new ways of distributing 
biofuels and alternative sources of energy 
between these countries if their economies are 
to grow. 

“There is a huge will for the research to 
succeed. 

“Every university in South Africa attended 
our first project workshop, which also included 
100 representatives from government and 
industry at all levels. 

‘We will be sharing our knowledge and 
expertise to identify any barriers to the devel¬ 
opment of non-food biofuels in each area. 

We can then work with our partners, other 
organisations and governments to understand 
and address these challenges. 

“I am confident that by working together, 
under the auspices of this EU-funded ACP 
Action, we will succeed in developing sustain-

able non-food biofuels and alternative energy 
industries which can be linked across coun¬ 
tries and regions.” 

Eight further workshops are being planned 
with the financial support of the European 
Union in Africa, Italy and the UK.

HAPPY DAYS: An increasing number of youngsters are

THE biggest membership surge in 
38 years suggests the Scouting 
Movement in Kent is battling back 
against video games and the inter¬ 
net. 

Just over 500 youngsters signed up last year 
- the largest increase since 1972 - meaning a 
total of 18,267 are now living Robert Baden- 
Powell’s vision throughout the county. 

There are also a record number of teenage 
Scouts in Kent, with the figure currently 
standing at 2,427 - about 25 per cent more 
than when the information was first collated 
in 2001. 

And membership will likely increase for the 
sixth year running in 2011 if the current 
1,000-name waiting list is anything to go by. 

Chief Scout Bear Grylls said: “It’s fantastic 
to witness such a huge surge in Scouting - the 
biggest growth for 38 years - and proof that 
Scouting is appealing more and more to

teenagers. Scouting is empowering, wild and 
fun, and offers so many adventure-based activ¬ 
ities for young people and adults alike. 

“My goal is for every young person who 
wants to be involved in Scouting to be able to 
be. So I hope to inspire even more adults to vol¬ 
unteer and help this happen.” 

The Scout Movement began in 1907 when 
Baden-Powell - a Lieutenant General in the 
British Army - held the first Scouting 
encampment at Brownsea Island, Dorset. 

His aim from the beginning was to support 
young people in their “physical, mental and 
spiritual development”, so they could play con¬ 
structive roles in society. 

Today there are more than 28 million Scouts 
around the world, with girls also now allowed 
to join. 

And despite recent technological advance¬ 
ments such as video gaming and the internet, 


the Scouts have adapted to change with suc¬ 
cessful ideas such as the IT badge. 

However, the movement still relies heavily 
on outdoor activities such as camping, water- 
skiing and abseiling to draw youngsters in. 

But despite the membership surge in Kent, 
the increase in volunteers is less than one per 
cent - well below the UK average of 3.1 per 
cent. 

This means the number of children on the 
Scout waiting list is up by a massive 23.8 per 
cent from last year compared to the national 
average of 0.4 per cent. 

Kent leader John Hunt urged other would- 
be volunteers to follow in his footsteps. 

He said: “I absolutely love being a leader. I 
decided to get involved because I wanted to 
give something back to young people in my 
community, but I’ve really benefited as well. 

“I’ve been able to transfer the skills I’ve 
developed as a leader to my day job, and that’s 
been really important to me.”

Steel rope reins in 
foreign motorists 

NEW powers are helping Kent Police clamp 
down on foreign motorists who had been 
getting away with serious breaches of the 
law. 

Since last year, the force has had the 
power to disable vehicles belonging to over¬ 
seas visitors if they can’t pay on-the-spot 
fines. 

Between April, 2009, and March, 2010, 
Kent officers immobilised 125 vehicles 
using a steel rope padlocked around a 
wheel and the chassis. Police say the new 
law also means there have been fewer colli¬ 
sions and casualties on the county’s roads. 

Kent Police said that between April and 
October, 2008, there were 43 collisions and 
68 casualties on our roads involving non- 
UK registered goods vehicles. 

During the same period the following 
year, that fell to 34 collisions and 47 casual¬ 
ties. Before the new laws, police said their 
hands were tied. Officers were unable to 
issue fixed penalty notices to non-UK regis¬ 
tered drivers because there was no guaran¬ 
tee a penalty would be paid within 28 days. 

There was also no provision for checking 
whether or not they had committed previ¬ 
ous offences that would lead to an automat¬ 
ic driving disqualification in the UK. 

Roadside fines 

The powers were given by the Road 
Safety Act 2006, which received its national 
launch in Kent in April, 2009. 

It ensures traffic legislation is now 
applied to all drivers on UK roads. 
Provisions allow non-UK drivers, and even 
British residents who can’t provide a valid 
address, to be handed roadside fines of up to 
£900. Police can request immediate deposit 
in sterling or by credit card. 

If they can’t pay, the vehicle is immo¬ 
bilised until payment is made. Police can 
also immobilise defective vehicles until they 
are repaired, or until commercial vehicle 
drivers have taken a break if they exceed 
permitted driving times. 

Officers say fear of detection is now high¬ 
er because of the new enforcement tactics. 

In the first year of the scheme, Kent 
Police have taken 1,464 ‘roadside deposits’ 
amounting to £40,500. The fines are audit¬ 
ed, and the cash goes to Treasury coffers. 

A Kent Police spokesman said: “As with 
all penalty notices, we do not retain any 
revenue or receive administration costs, so 
there is no cash incentive. 

“The introduction of the deposit scheme 
allows police to enforce the law fairly and 
consistently, regardless of where drivers are 
from.”

From what I have seen and heard, the Tories are 
top of most polls and offer the best policies. For this 
reason, I would vote for them on May 6.

KENT’S organic farmers have 
backed the findings of a new report 
showing a rapid decline in the 
demand for their food products. 

As the effects of the recession continue to bite, 
a report found sales of organic food, drink and 
other products slumped by almost 13 per cent 
last year. 

Producers are finding consumers are shying 
away from organically grown products such as 
vegetables because they tend to be more expen¬ 
sive. 

With all the belt-tightening going on, organic 
farmers in Kent are feeling those effects, too. 

Alan Brockman helps run Perry Court Farm 
in Petham, near Canterbury. He said they used 
to supply a couple of dozens restaurants in the 
region, but many have gone out of business. 

Mr Brockman, a partner in the company, 
said: “We have had very difficult times because 
we have had a lot of bad debts. 

“That hasn’t helped. It’s all part of the reces¬ 
sion. You need good credit ratings to survive. 
We have had to contract quite a lot.”

Gerry Minister has run Luddesdown Organic 
Farm since 1986 and was one of the move¬ 
ment’s pioneers. 

He said: “People do think organic foods are 
more expensive, and at one time, they were. But 
these days there is very little between them, so 
cost really is not that big an issue these days. 

“However, it is true that the price does appear 
very much differently by the time the products 
reach the supermarket shelves. 

“If people were to come to our farm shop they 
would find the prices are almost the same.” 

Mr Minister farms 1,100 acres in the small 
village of Luddesdown near Gravesend. He 
said: “Sales of organic produce are all down, but 
I am surprised it is only down by 13 per cent, 
but I suppose that is an average. 

“The recession started to effect us in 2008 and 
2009 was not good. It’s not picking up yet really. 

‘There are two factors - one is a perception of 
extra cost, but our retail shop doesn’t reflect that. 

“And the supermarket putting up prices and 
shrinking shelf space hasn’t done us much good.

“I think if people knew how prices are now, 
they would buy a lot more of it. If they come 
direct to us, they can see for themselves. They 
would see it is not all bad news.” 

The Organic Market Report 2010 found the 
worst trading climate for 20 years. 

Home delivery organic vegetable and fruit 
boxes also fell out of favour, with a 9.8 per cent 
drop, while sales of organic goods in supermar¬ 
kets fell by 12 per cent, and in the independent 
sector - farm shops and health food outlets - by 
almost 18 per cent. 

In total across the UK, organic sales fell last 
year from a record high of £2.1bn in 2008 to 
£1.84bn, according to the report compiled 
annually by the Soil Association. 

Dairy remains overall the most popular food 
category, accounting for 33 per cent of all sales. 

Despite the publicity given to animal welfare 
by chefs such as Jamie Oliver and Hugh 
Feamley-Whittingstall, consumers also fell out 
of love with expensive organic meat. 

The report said demand for organic beef fell by 
30 per cent and lamb by 10 per cent with organ¬ 
ic chicken production slashed by 20 per cent.

The spouses’ efforts to reinvigorate the mar¬ 
riage take a turn for the surreal as screen¬ 
writer Josh Klausner propels these unassum¬ 
ing and hard-working suburbanites on a 
series of crazy misadventures. 

Steve Carell and Tina Fey are perfectly cast 
as the parents trapped in a state of bland 
indifference, who just need several brushes 
with death to remind them what is important. 

So much of our enjoyment comes from the 
sizzling rapport between the leads. 

“Everything you’re doing, I’m doing in heels,” 
Fey’s wife reminds her husband as the fugitive 
couple go on the run and call in favours to stay 
one step ahead of the bad guys. 

Phil Foster (Carell) and his wife Claire (Fey) 
live in New Jersey with their children, who 
negate the need for an alarm clock by pile driv¬ 
ing their parents’ heads before 5am. 

Every week, the Fosters hire a babysitter so 
they can go through the ritual of date night - 
sitting at the same table in the same restau¬ 
rant ordering the same food, all under the 
guise of spending quality time together. 

Phil and Claire attempt to spice up date 
night by having dinner at the most exclusive 
new restaurant in Manhattan. 

The Fosters arrive without a reservation and 
when another couple fails to turn up, Phil and 
Claire cheekily pretend to be the elusive 
Tripplehoms and take the vacant table. 

Towards the end of the meal, heavies 
Armstrong and Collins take Phil and Claire 
into an alleyway and demand the return of a 
flash drive which the real Tripplehoms have 
stolen. 


The Fosters’ innocent pleas fall on deaf thug 
ears and the married couple become embroiled 
in a life or death race around the city involving 
a violent gangster (Ray Liotta), a disgraced 
Mayor, a plucky female cop and a hunky sur¬ 
veillance expert (Mark Wahlberg). 


Date Night has huge fun at the expense of 
unlikely action heroes Carell and Fey. 

Their characters’ ham-fisted efforts to 
escape an early grave are comically inept, 
including a getaway in quite possibly the 
world’s slowest motor boat.

Unforgettable trip to Land 
of the Long White Cloud

HAVING a towering, tat¬ 
tooed man press his nose 
against mine has to be one 
of the more unusual - and 
enjoyable - greetings I 
have experienced. 

In New Zealand, this exchange 
meant I was no longer considered a 
visitor but rather as one of the peo¬ 
ple of the land. 

The hongi’, a traditional Maori wel¬ 
come, made an interesting start to an 
unforgettable trip to the country also 
known as Land of the Long White 
Cloud, after an exhausting journey 
through several time zones, as Air 
New Zealand flights from Britain to 
Auckland on the North Island go via 
either Hong Kong or Los Angeles. 

We eased the jet-lag with a 45- 
minute drive to the west of the city, 
to the dramatic coast of Karekare 
where thunderous waves pound the 
iron-black sand. 

After a bracing walk along the 
dunes we headed to nearby Piha 
and the Waitakere ranges, a stun¬ 
ning wilderness area, for a lesson in 
nature, and even sampled some 
plants which provided nourishment 
for Maori in the past. 

Our visit was rounded off with a 
Tiangi’ - a feast of meats and vegeta¬ 
bles cooked using heated rocks 
buried in a pit oven, and it was a per¬ 
fect introduction to New Zealand. 

Auckland itself is superb for fine 
dining: one of the best restaurants is 
the award-winning Dine by world- 
famous chef Peter Gordon at Sky City 
Grand Hotel. Oysters, scallops and of 
course, lamb, adorn an eclectic menu. 

Auckland is also known as the City 
of Sails, so our next adventure was

Postman Pat and the 
Popemobile by Peugeot 


IT MAY be a while before anyone 
can announce Tve got a Bipper 
Tepee’ without fear of raising 
innuendo-laden eyebrows. 

I prompted a few with Peugeot’s new budget 
MPV, but at least it deflected the usual 
Postman Pat jibes against van-based people- 
movers like this, though it could not avoid: 
what’s this - the new Popemobile?; how did 
you escape from Legoland?; and is this the 
latest Dyson vacuum cleaner? 

Still, a Bipper buyer could have the last 
laugh with prices from £9,995 and, as it’s a 
joint effort with Citroen and Fiat - their ver¬ 
sions sell as the Nemo Multispace and Qubo 
respectively - it also handles tidily thanks to 
Fiat Grande Punto supermini underpinnings. 

That is quite a bonus when the original 
hi-cube van design means dramatic headroom 
and the potential to carry loads of luggage as 
well as five people in decent comfort. 

Tumble the split folding rear seats forward 
though or even remove completely and you 
have a space that can swallow a large chest of 
drawers and more.

This is helped by sliding rear side doors and a 
huge top-hinged tailgate that doubles as a rain 
shelter when loading and unloading or simply 
‘grandstanding 5 or picnicking at an event. 

There is plenty of clever stowage too, but the 
van origins and budget pricing are betrayed by 
pop-out rather than wind-down rear windows, 
plus some painted metalwork and rubber floor 
covering, presumably so that you could hose 
out the footwells. 

My car was a top-spec Outdoor HDi70 diesel 
(£11,795), which looks chunkier thanks to big¬ 
ger side protection mouldings, lower front 
panel trim and standard-fit roof bars. 

It also gains air con, front fog lights and - for 
the more rural-based owner - higher suspen¬ 
sion and under engine protection. 

It costs an extra £1,000 to have the 70bhp 
1.4-litre turbodiesel instead of the 75bhp 1.4- 
litre petrol alternative and it needs nearly 18 
seconds and a following wind to hit 60, but it 
will average around 60mpg and incur just 
£35/year road tax due to its low emissions. 

The petrol is still no flier (0-62mph in 16.6 
seconds), but saves a £1,000 upfront and every 
time you fill up, while still averaging more 
than 40mpg, but you pay £ 145/year road tax.
